DIVISION 3. MEMBER STATUS

Rule 2.32 Inactive enrollment for failure to comply with Minimum Continuing Legal Education
(MCLE) requirements

(A) A member who fails to meet requirements for Minimum Continuing Legal Education
(MCLE) will be involuntarily enrolled as inactive.

(B) To terminate inactive enrollment for MCLE noncompliance, a member must comply with
the MCLE rules governing reinstatement.*

(C) Annual membership fees accrue at the inactive rate.
(D) Annually the State Bar may recommend that the Supreme Court expunge an

involuntarily inactive enrollment for MCLE noncompliance if the enrolilment meets the
criteria adopted by the court.?

Chapter 1 Purpose and scope
Rule 2.50 Purpose of MCLE
